In the Amendment and Response filed on November 19, 2001, Applicants noted that data 
supporting the phrase "glucosamine~6-pbospbate synthase" as used in the claims would be provided 
jn the next few weeks by supplemental response and a declaration under 37 CFR 1.132. This data 
is provided in view of the Examiner's comments during the telephone interview of August 2 1 , 200 1 , 
wherein the Examiner indicated that additional data in support of the use of glucosamine^- 
phosphate synthases other than the E. coli glucosamine-6-phosphate synthase would be a positive 
step toward acceptance of the broader claim scope.
